Xiinieroiis ;ir- 
i o.~i s have already been made, iiiclndin;,' 
that uf Ihe assassin, a .voiiiiu' man who 
is lielicvcil to he a l''inii named Fc^'lo, 
ami who is now in a Imspilal severely, 
ami [lerhaps fatally, injureil by the ex- 
plosion of his own bomb. ,\n accom- 
plice of Lexlo, also apparently a Finn, 
but whose uaiiie is iinknuwn. lias been 
arrested.
